Alameda County Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council; and Jack 
Leonard, business agent of the San 
Francisco laborer’s union, testified 
that the majority of secondary boy- 
cotts and “hot cargoes” established 
by labor had been done for the pro- 
tection of California industry. “The 
only protection California industry 
has against competitors from 
sweat-shop areas is the refusal of 
organized labor to handle products 
produced under such conditions,” 
they said. 

Speaking for the  teamsters’ 
union, which had been continually 
under attack from _ Associated 
Farmer spokesmen before the com- 
mittee, Joe Casey asserted that the 
teamsters would never refuse to 
help their less fortunate brethren 
in the agricultural areas. 

Twisting Act 

In the arguments for S. B. 1258, 
introduced by Senator Foley, 
Charles J. Janigan, attorney for 
the California State Federation of 
Labor, showed how insurance car- 
riers were twisting the workmen’s 
compensation act to the disadvan- 
tage of injured workers. He was 
followed by Jack Leonard, who pre- 
sented to the committee an injured 
worker from his union, who, after 
two years of illness, wound up 
with virtually nothing in the final 
|settlement, although he was totally 
disabled in his left hand. 


Meanwhile in the senate, a small 
sroup of pro-labor senators lost the 
fight to amend S. B. 180, the so- 
called “model anti-sabotage” bill 
sponsored by Attorney-General Earl 
Warren. It passed the senate with- 
out change by a thumping major- 
ity, only Senators Kenney, Shelley,

EXPORTER OF FOODS 


For the first time in its history, 
the United States is now importing 
more farm products than it is ex- 
porting. 

In January we sold abroad $13,- 
675,000 worth of foods, while we 
bought $50,843,000 of foreign food- 
stuffs, the department of commerce 
disclosed this week.

MACHINISTS LINE UP 
AIRPLANE COMPANY 


Curtiss-Wright Pact One of 
Many Favorable Agreements 
Reported During Last Week 


Wage increases running up to 
several million dollars annually 
were won last week in contracts 
signed by the international associa- 
tion of machinists with over 35 em- 
ployers, many of them in defense 
industries. 

One of the most favorable pacts 
was negotiated with the Curtiss. 
Wright Airplane company of st. 
Louis, Mo. It brought pay increases 
of 3 to 17 cents an hour for 85 per 
cent of the corporation’s severa] 
thousand employes, plus many 
other gains. By late summer, the 
agreement will cover 10,000 work- 
ers.

Peace Under Wagner Act 


A banner record in protecting the rights of workers and pre- 
serving industrial peace was rolled up during the past year 
under the Wagner act, the national labor relations board re- 
vealed this week in its annual report to congress. The report 
disclosed these highlights: 

Over 880 collective bargaining agreements were negotiated in 
cases where the board intervened, and thus a vast number of 
strikes were averted. 

More than 31,000 workers who had been fired for unionism, 
or who struck in protest against union-smashing attempts, were 
reinstated. 

Anti-union employers had to pay $650,000 in back wages dur- 
ing the year to 4,800 workers who had been victims of discrim-| 
ination. 

Board orders forced the dissolution of 220 ‘company unions.” 

The board won 84 per cent of the cases carried to the courts 
by unfair employers. 

Nearly 200 other employers abandoned plans for court action | 


and signed consent decrees agreeing to abide by board orders. 

Collective bargaining elections numbered close to 1,200, and| 
90 per cent of 590,000 workers eligible to vote in these polls cast | 
ballots.

There have been only a few strikes by A. F. of L. unions. 


strikes have been more bitter and more prolonged than those instituted 
by A. F. of L. unions. For the most part the A. F. of L. strikes have 
been settled quickly and satisfactorily to all concerned. 

THE COMMUNIST METHOD 

The president’s new mediation board will find that this is due to the 
fact that the CIO strikes have been mainly “organizational” in char-' 
acter. In other words, the unions involved were trying to organize the 
workers by the strike method, This is a questionable method. It is of 
communist origin. It has been followed by the CIO ever since the “sit- 
down” days. 

The strategy of such strikes is simple. In the first place, the union 
organizes only a small minority of the workers in a plant. With this 
nucleus it calls a strike and imports pickets to make it effective. In 
short, the majority of the workers are locked out by an active minority. ' 
Then the union, through the CIO, immediately seeks to exert pressure 
on the federal government to bring the employer into line and have him 
sign an agreement in which he recognizes the CIO union as the bargain- 
ing agency for his employes. 

When the industry involved is vital to national defense, it can readily 
be seen how both the government and the employer—to say nothing of 
the majority of the workers—are likely to fall victim to such intimida- 
tion because of their anxiety to maintain production without interrup- | 
tion. { 

In view of these circumstances, it is obvious why Philip Murray, the 
CIO puppet president, bitterly opposed the new mediation board up to 
the last minute. A union which calls a strike without members, a union 
whose primary objective is recognition, a union which has no claim on 
the allegiance and respect of the workers involved in a strike, has no 
leg to stand on in court.

1,100 Rug Workers 


Approximately 1,100 workers in 
the carpet and rug industry were 


benefited by the wage order which 
went into effect on March 17 fixing 
a minimum wage of 40 cents an 
hour for the wool division of the 
industry and 35 cents an hour for 
workers employed in the “other 
than wool section.” The order was 
issued by the wage and hour divi- 
sion of the U. S. department of la- 
bor, which estimated that the rest 
of the workers in the industry, 
numbering between 29,000 and 30,- 
000, are paid higher rates than 
these two minimums.
